This is in response to applicant's request for reconsideration after final. The 
applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive enough to 
place the application in condition for allowance. In page 2, of the response, applicant 
asserts that lishi does not teach the claimed invention. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
In fact fig.2 of lishi reference teaches an error signal (see output of subtracter 8) that 
calculate the difference between the rake combine signal (see adder 7 which adds 
multiple receiver outputs 6-1 to 6-M) and the reference signal (see device 5). Therefore 
applicant's arguments are moot and the application stands rejected as stated in the final 
office action.
